It covers the period from the change in 
ghe administration in November, It reviews 
the purchase of a controlling interest in tie 
Richmond and Danville, in November, and in 
the first preferred stock of the Fast Tennessee, 
Virginia aud Georgia in the following month. 
Simultancousy with the latter purchase, the 
directors decided to acquire the outstanding 
94.990 shares of the Rich mond and Danville 
stock by olfering in exchange four shares to 
ene. About 18,000 shares have been converted 
under this plan, and the Terminal company 
now lacks ouly about the 7,000 shares left of 
of being absolute owner of the Danville sys- 


‘tem. 


The report states at the date of the change 
of the management the new officers found the 
company in debt $3 161.325, of which $1,703,700 
matured on January ist. A temporary loan of 
$1,500,000 was negotiated, but upon the acqul- 
sition of the East Tennessee property, which 
requircd a cash payment of $4.400,000. It was 
decided to fund this payment with a temporary 
Joan and the existing indebtedness into a ten 
year trust loan for $5,501),000, Stock and bonds 
te the amount of $21,416,000 were deposited 
with the Central Trust company to secure the 
loan. At the same tinio the stock of the com- 
pany was increased from $16,000,000 to $40,- 
000.000. The company now owns $15,076,804 
bonds and stocks, of which $21,416,000 are in 
trust. Tre only absolute fixed charge— 
according to the report—is $5100) a year, 
being six per cent interest on $5,500,000, The 
Trust Loan company controls 4,277 miles of 
railroad. 

The report concludes as follows:

gs well as the credit of the company, and then only 
after the fullest consideration, and when the effect 
ofsuch acquisition cannot but enhance the value 
of the stock of the Terminal company.

None of the stock 
ofthe road was offered for sale today. 

President Garrett today told Mayor Hodges 
that the much talked of railroad deal had been 
consummated and that but a few minor details 
remained to be arranged. Messrs. lves and 
Staynor were in the city today and were closet- 
ed with Mr. Garrett for some time.

Party Vote. 
New Yorx, March 23.—[Special.]—The 
Crosby high license bill, which has occasioned 


immense excitement throughout the state, was . 


din the assembly at Albany today on a 
party vote of 70 to 56. It was half past twelve 
when the matter came up for debate and pose 
every member was in his seat. A large crow 
of interested spectators were present. Among 
them were President Charles K. Adams and ex- 
President Andrew D. White, of Cornell univer- 
sity; Neil Gilmour, ex-politician and assistant 
to ‘Deacon” Richardson, and Sixt Karl 
Kaff, the chief of the talkin 
copponents of the bill. The roll-call showe 
but two absentees— Messrs. Evans, of Oneida, 
republican, and Hill, of Albany, democrat. 
They were excused fora week on account of 
sickness. 

Mr. Crosby offered several amendments. The 
bill is to apply to cities of over 400,000 iuhabi- 


tants, instead of %00,000. The word “cider” 


was stricken from the bill, and storekeepers’ 
beer license was raised to $100. 

Mr. Green, of Orange, offered se veral amend- 
ments. He would reduce liquor licenses from 
$1,000 to $500 and others to $250. He wanted 
to stippress the saloons. He declared this par- 
ticular bill would encourage them. If his 
amendments were inserted he would vote for 
it. The bill in its present shape was a false pre- 
tenre. Hecried shame on New the York paper 
which this year branded every man who 
votes against this bill as a 
bribe taker, and which last year 
publishedSheridan Shock’s famous dispatch 
reciting that republicans had captared the 
liquor traflic, 

Tie Greene amendment vote was 48 
to 70—the amendment being consequently 
defeated. Mr. Hzeggerty, of Kings, wanted 
the bill amended 80 as to apply to cities of over 
500,000 population. Mr. Cander made it 
200,000, aud said Buffaloand Rochester were 
as intemperete as New York and needed the 
bill as much. The republicans intended by 
this bill to tickle the temperance voters of the 
state. He was opposed to low dives and 
thought the real effect of the bill would be to 
increase them asasimilar bill had done in 
Chicage. A vote was then taken on Mr. Hag- 
gerty’s amendment and it was rejected by a 
vote of 46 to 76, 

Mr. Sheehan ended the efforts of the demo- 
crats to kill the bill by offering a substitate for 
the entire bill by which the question of high 
license was snbmitted to the people of the state 
at the polls this fall. His substitute was rejected 
by a vote of 56 to 69. 

The previous question was called, and at 
last 2 yote was reached on the bill and only 
one democrst voted for the bill, It was Ste- 
vens, of Echoharie county. He did so, saying 
that he was disgusted with the bill, however. 
He happens to be a deacon in 
a Methodist church and an advocate 
of temperance, and, therefore, felt eompelled 
from principle to vote for the bill. 

The bill pas ed by a vote of 70 to 56. Four 
republicans voted against the bill. Prominent 
politicians of both parties, talking with your 
correspondent tonight, freely predicted that 
Governor Hill will veto the high license bill. 
The measure has been fought so strongly on 
party grounds that it isbelieved here that he 
cannot do otherwise without alienating the 
probibition wing of the democratic party.

“A Bright Lookout” 3175: this was a bargain, 
as it originally cost $500; “‘Odalieque and-Par- 
rot” $525; “The Confab,’”’ $1,025; “Waiting,” 
$800; “Cows at the Stream,” $650; “Lady, Fruit 
and Objects of Art,” $300; “Papa’s Coming,” 
$1,200; “Holy Family,’ $575; “The Young 
Married Couple,” $375, and the companion 
piece by the same artist, 3525. 
“Abelard and Heloise,”’$2 500; ‘Saal Rock, San 
Francisco,” by Bierstadt,$2,500: “Lady, Flowers, 
Objects of Art.” by Gaupie & Noter, original 
cost $2,500, sold for $550 ; “Cattle,” by Constan- 
tine Troyau, of Paris, one of the most notable 
of the sale, started at $2,000, and finally sold 
for $7,150. “After the Ball,” by Alfred Ste- 
vens,of Paris, $2,850. “‘The Chariot Race,” 
by Jean Leon Gerome, of Paris, attracted con- 
siderable attention. This was one of the most 
valuable paintings in the Stewart collection, 
and was painted expressly for A. T. Stewart 
by a famous French artist at a cost of $30,000. 
The first bid was for $5,000 and it was at last 
knocked down to Henry Hilton for $7,190. 
“Charity,” by Messionier,a notable painting 
for which Mr. Stewart paid $20,000, was started 
at 510,000 and bought by Henry Hilton for 
$10,500. “Lady Washington’s Reception,” 
started at 31,000 and sold for $3,300. “Thesnelda 
at the Triamphal Eatry,” by Von Pilaty, orig- 
inal cost, painted to order, $12,000, bought by 
Henry Hilton for $3,900. 

Considerable interest was evinced when the 
last piece of the evening was put up, “Niagara 
Falls from the American Side.’ by Frederick 
EK. Church. Carl Brandt, of Savannah, Ga., 
was anxious to buy the picture, and Banker J.

AND HOW THEY ARE BROUGHT TO 
JUSTICE. 


An Attechmént Issued Against a -Philadeipnia Firm 
Accused of Forging Notes—Twenty-Five Bales 
of Cotton Stolen—A Bloody Fight in 
Missouri—Other Criminal News. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 23.—The aunounce- 
ment of attachment proceedings begun yester- 
day by the brokerage firm of Keen, Bodine & 
Co, against the firm of James and John Hun- 
ter, under the fraudulent debtor act of 1869, 
caused a great surprise amounting almost to 
consternation in commercial and political cir- 
cles. The greatest occasion for surprise was 
that the attachments were accompanied with 
allegations of forgeries in connection with the 
firm's paper. John F. Keen, head of the firm of 
Keen, Bodine & Co., who brought suit, said 
this morning that Receiver of Taxes 
John Hunter was entirely ignor: 
ant of the transactions. It 
is a well known fact that Hunter has been 
practically out of the firm since he first became 
receiver of taxes, six years ago; although, of 
course, the business has been managed by his 
brother with the receiver’s tacit approval. 
Nothing bas been heard today from James 
Hunter, senior member of the firm, and there 
is a general belief that he has absconded. His 
brother and partner, John Hunter, is com- 
pletely mystified by the revelations. No steps 
bave been taken toward criminal prosecation. 
Additional attachments were issued against the 
firm today by the Fourth Street National bank 
for $20,000, the Third National bank for $6,400, 
the Mechasics’ National bank for $25,000 and 
by the West Philadelphia National bank for 
$14,800, 

The aflidavits of bank officials aliege that the 
money was fraudulently obtained by means of 
forged signatures of James Long on promissory 
notes given as securities. Long is president of 
the Union Trust company, and the indorse- 
ments of various documents are declared by 
him to be forgeries. An assignment for the 
benefit of the creditors of James and John 
Hunter to John Field as assignee, which was 
mado yesterday, was recorded today.. James 
and John Hunter are proprietors of the Cones- 
toga print works, and have large millsin west 
Philadelphia and Norristown. 

The works were established in 1829 by their 
father, Thomas Hunter, who came to this coun- 
try from Belfast, Ireland, with his family about 
two years previous. The mills yielded about 
12,000 pieces of standard madder prints per 
week. The firm were pioneers in the manu- 
facture of “alizirine,”’ or extract of madder, 
which bas revolutionized the making of fast 
colors. The house was also for many years 
the Only one in the countzy which made “Aliz- 
irine”’ for sale. The elder Hunter died in 184s, 
when the control of the business devolved upon 
the present proprictors. — 


ELOPED WITH HIS WIFE’S SISTER. 


A Gallatin, Tennessee, Hotel Man Creates a 
Sensation, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 22.—[Special.J— 
Gallatin, the county feat of Sumner county, 
was thrown into a state of excitement last 
night when it became known that Charles 
Moseley, proprietor of the Sindle house, and 
Miss Mollie Phillips, his wife’s sister, had dis- 
appeared, They left town ina hack, but the 
direction they took was not known, The police 
autborities here were notified, but not 
baving any authority for the arrest of the 
couple did not. endeavor to find their where- 
abouts. Mosely created a ripple of surprise by 
appearing at bis desk in the Sindle house this 
niorning, but the young lady, Miss Phillips, 
did not return, and no onein Gallatin except 
Mosely knows what became of her. Miés Phil- 
lips’ is a daughter of the former keeper 
of atoll gate near Gallatin, but for several 
months has been living at the Sindle house 
with her father and his family. 

There are many ramors afloat about Gallat- 
tin as to the cause of the elopement, but when 
a seporter sought information regarding the 
case the informant Was very reluctant about 
giving it. He said they had 
been seen ina room together. The reporter 
went diligently to work endeavoring to find 
the young lady, if in this city. His efforts 
were successful, and she was located at the 
boarding house of Mrs, Pitts, on North Cherry 
street. She isa young lady of beautifal blae 
eyes, dark bair, and winsome and attractive 
demeanor. She is perhaps twenty years old, 
Late last night Dr. W. F. Glenn was 
called to the boarding house to see 
a young lady with a broken limb. 
and was ushered into the room where were 
Miss Phillips and Mosely. Miss Phillips was 
lying ona bed suffering intense pain. The 
were both very much excited. Mosely gai 
that she had jamped froma window tn the 
Sindle house because her father threatened te 
kill her, and came to Nashville with him. He 
told several different stories about the escape, 
but all his statements conflicted very much. 
Dr. Glenn thinks she will recover in a reason- 
able time, and then @ sensational trial at Galla- 
tin will likely ensue. 

Mrs. Phillips arrived ths afternoon to attend 
the bedside of her daughter. Miss Phillips, in 
an interview,claims that she went into Mosely’s 
room to play with the children. The children 
went out and she heard a chambermaid telling 
her sister she was in the room. Her father 
came up, and for fear of him she ran and 
jumped from the window, and Mosely then 
brought her to Nashville. 


THE MISSING COTTON. 


Arrest of Two Men Charged With Stealing

FROM AMERICA. 


Giadstone end Parnell Acknowledge the Receipt of 
Mr. Dane's Message From the Cooper Uaion 
Mass Meeting - Russia Not Satisfied With 
the Porte'’s Management of Bulgaria. 


Loxnpon, March 23.—Mr. Gladstone has 
cabkd the following message to Charles A 
Dana, New York, in acknowledgement of the 
cable dispatch sent him by Mr. Dana, to inform 
him of the indorsement of his Irish policy by 
the mass meeting of citizexrs in Cooper Union, 
New York, last Monday: 

Iem very sensible of the value of the sympathy 
which, from the first, we have received from, as I 
believe, the great majority of the American people, 
in eur attempt tosecure just measures of good 
government tor Ireland—a sympathy which I feel 
sure will continue to attend us until this just policy 
shall attain its coming consummation. 

Mr. Parnell has forwarded the following 
cable message to Mr, Charles A. Dana, of New 
York: 

On the part of my colleagues and also myself, I 
thank your great meeting most heartily for their 
sympathy and encouraging message to Ireland. 
We value most highly these continued evidences 
of American friendliness. They are of greatest ad- 
vantage to our cause, and will much encourage 
the lish people in the time of their approaching 
trouble and suffering. are? 


GERMANY AND THE CATHOLICS. 


Bismarck Makes a Speech in Defense of the 
Ecclesiastical Bill. 

BERLIN, March 23.—The oberhaus today, in 
plenary session, began the discussion of the ec- 
clesiastical bill. Bismarck made a long speech 
in defense of the measure. He said that as re- 
garded the question of religious orders, the 
chief point to be determined was whether Cath- 
olic citizens needed orders. It was 
certain that Catholics believed in the value 
of orders, and their sentiments should be satis- 
fied in harmony with the legislation of the 
country. The state naturally had an interest 
in the goed training of priests. Such a train- 
ing they could acquire as well at seminaries as 
at universities. The bitterest enemics of the 
government came from the universities, not 
from seminaries. 

Referring next to the law requiring ecclesi- 
astics to give notice tothe state of appoint- 
ments, Prince Bismarck declared that he had 
not attached special importance to this provis- 
ion, especially in view of his experience that 
ecclesiasts, who for years had exercised their 
functions under the very eyesofthe govern- 
ment, changed their disposition as soon as they 
became a bishop. The government had not 
mude toolarge concessions tothe Catholics 
nor had it given up any of its sovereign 
rights. He had never desired a lasting 
struggle with the curia. As early as 1875, he 
bed called Cardinal Antonelli’s attention to 
the danger presented by the formation of a 
special Catholic political party, and ever since 
the curia had manifested a peaceful disposition, 
He had prepared a programme of peace, to re- 
alize which he had now worked for ten years. 
Through the proposals before the house he 
hoped to obtain a lasting peace. If that ex- 
pectation should not be fulfilled, the measures 
now proposed could easily be  re- 
ecinded. It was necessary that 
the center party, which entered into 
relations with all elements that were hostile to 
the state and empire. be deprived of all pre- 


text for opposition. It was ont of regard for } 


the unity of the nation, and because of the 
dangers threatening that unity, that he initiat- 


ed the present ecclesiastical bill, doing so with 


a full recognition of bis resposibility. Whether 
or not the bill would lead to the establishment 
of religious peace, could not yet 
be known, as the leaders of the 
center had placed themselves in opposition to 
the pope. No less dangerous than the pro- 
gressitts were the subversive tendencies of the 
lower c'ergy, in whose removal the pope and 
emperor have an equal interest. If the pontiff 
ard emperor were as one the opposition of 
Windtborst and the center would have no far- 
ther significance, 

In conclusion, he urged the whole house to 
adopt the bill with the commission's amead- 
ment. Minister Von Gosster then spoke, after 
which the house adjourned. 


THE EMPEROR TO HIS PEOPLE. 


Kaiser Wilhe]m Expresses His Appreciation 
of the Celebration. 


BERLIN, March 23.—The official Gazette to- 
day published an imperial rescript in which the 
emperor, after expressing his heartfelt appre- 
ciation of the sympathetic interest shown by 
the people on his birthday, proceeds: 

Min mvyearly youth I sawthe monarchy of my 
ceeply afflicted father undera direful visitation 
that tested the endurance of the people. I have 
since reen how the devoted loyalty, eager self sac- 
rifice and unaaunted courage of my people 
brought them deliverance and _ elevation, 
and now in = old age, after the many 
vicissitudes of my life, I look with pride and satis- 
faction upon the great transformation which the 
glorious events of the recent past, the imperishable 
feeling of German unity and sincere love of the 
fatherland have effected in Germany. May the 
consummation, achieved after long yearning, by 
our beloved country, conduce,as 1 confident! 
hope it will, to ever-increasing prosperity of a 
classes of the nation living in the undisturbed 
blessed labors of peace. 

The emperor’s proclamation to the German 
people thanking them for their expressions of 
devotion and joy on the ninetieth anniversary 
of his birth is couched in words showing pro- 
foundest emotion. The document contains a 
long review of the emperor’s life. The kaiser 
dwells on the experiences of his youth and the 
wonderful help God has vouchsafed to him 
and praysthat hemaybs able to preserve, 
during the short remainder of his life, the 
blessings of peace. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


‘Note to the Porte Demanding Arrears of 
War Indemnity. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 23.—M. Nilidoff, 
Russian ambaesador here, Monday had an andi- 
ence with the sultan, amd then declared that 
the mission of Riga Bey, svecial Turkish agent 
in Bulgaria, had been useless, and expressed 
dissatisfaction with the action of the Ottoman 
ministry respecting the Bulgarian troubles. 
Nilidoff has sent a note to the porte pressing 
Turkey for the payment of arrearz in the war 
indemnity due Russia, and reprosching the 

orte for spending money due Russia on the 
Turkish army and navy. 


The Queen Lays a Corner-Stone. 
BreMINncHAM, March 23.—The queen visited 
irmingbham teday and laid the foundation 
stone of the Victoria assize court building.

An Enthusiastic Meeting in Macon in the 
Interest of a New Road. 


Macon, Ga., March 23.—[Special.]*=-At the 
city ball tonight a large number of citizens assem- 
bled to discuss the Macon, LaGrange and Birming- 
ham railroad question. Captain R. E. Park called 
the meeting to order, gpeaking in a very compli- 
mentary manner of Mr. McFarland, president of 
the road, and Judge B. H. Bigham and Judge F. M.

On motion, President McFarland was asked to 
address the meeting.

A Queer State of Affairs. 

There is a very qaeer state of affairs in 
New Orleans and Louisiana, a3 we gather 
from the Picayune. The comments of our 
esteemed contemporary are based on & com- 
plaint of a commercial man, made in 
L’ Opinion of that city, in regard to the atti- 
tude of business men and corporations in 
that city. The complaint is made that 
banks, business men and corporations refuse 
to accept legal tender coins in payment of 
obligations. 

If the legal tender coins ;were silver, we 

should expect to see a chorus of sympathetic 
congratulations on the part of Wall street 
gold-bugs, but as the coins are gold, we shall 
expect to hear that Louisiana is in a state of 
barbarism. Asa matter of fact, however, 
the troubles of the complainant arose from 
an indisposition on the part of banks, busi- 
ness men and corporations to take gold. 
They refused the coin, thongh they knew 
full well that the laws ofthe United States 
make it a legal tender. 
- The commercial man, to whom reference 
has been made, recites in detail that he ten- 
dered ata telegraph office a $2.50 gold coin, 
the weight of which had been tested, but the 
coin was refused. He dropped five one-cent 
copper coins into the fare-box of a street car, 
bat the driver compelled himto pay a 
pickel. This commercial man is a foreigaer, 
and he is greatly grieved and astonished 
because the people of the country reject their 
own money. 

The Picayune goes on to show that the 
instances cited are notisolated. Dering the 
world’s exposition in that city visitors were 
often troubled by the refasal of the business 
men of New Orleans to take gold coin. The 
moral which the Picayune draws is as fol- 
lows: 

All this goes to show that despite the clamor 
sgainst silyer coin and in favor of gold, the people 
do not wish, nor will they accept, gold coin on 
any terms. But few persons are competent judges 
of gold, and they are afraid to handle it. Occa- 
sionally, when forced to take a few coins asa last 
altervative, they have usually been made tosuffer 
an loss when paying them into bank, and hence all 
persons not thoroughly experienced are afraid to 
handle gold. All coins which are legal tender in 
the United States are good in payment of any and 
all claims, and in no other money can payment be 
enforced by law. Gold coins, if reduced in weight 
by abrasion so as to aflect their value, are still legal 
tender at values proportioned to their weight, and 
are not subject to arbitrary discount.

What Chicago Needs. 

Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, takes a 
gloomy view of the future, and is indiscreet 
enough to take the public into his confi- 
dence. Inarecent interview he said that 
he expected to see trouble inside of two 
years. ~He expressed the opinion that in the 
event of a new trial being granted the an- 
archists by the supreme court the trial 
would never take place, as the friends of the 
outlaws would take the position that they 
were vindicated.

This is fine talk from the mayor of a great 
metropolis. It is safe to say that such a 
man lacks the nerve and courage required 
for great emergencies. Just such timorous, 
wavering talk as this emboldens the anarch- 
ists and encourages them to defy the law. 

The whole course of Mayor Harrison and 
other officials during the troubles in Chicago 
has been unworthy of men occupying their 
bigh and responsible positions. It was 
weak and cowardly to permit Pinkerton’s 
irresponsible minions to act as conservators 
of the peace. It was destructive of law and 
order to allow the anarchists to hold their 
meetings. 

It will not do for Mayor Harrison an | his 
associates to urge the stale plea that the y did 
not have the right to interfere with peaceful 
public assemblages. The meetings con- 
ducted by Spies and his gang were not in any 
sense lawful assemblages. They menaced 
the very foundations of society, and were 
riotous and seditious. Pinkerton’s men 
were not needed to preserve the peace of the 
community. The sheriff of Cook county 
had the right to summon every man in the 
county to maintain order, and he could 
have jailed every citizen who failed to re- 
spond. Whenever there is likely to bea 
disturbance the mayor and the sheriff have 
only to show a little firmness and courage to 
make themselves masters of the situation. 
If the good citizens of Chicago are ever sum- 
moned to put down the anarchists they will 
butcher every ruffian who shows fight and 
hunt the others to their dens. One such 
lesson would end the business, and after it 
Chicago would be the most peacefal city on 
the continent. |

A Great Woman. 


T. M. B., Oxford, Miss: Who was Charlotte 
Corday? 

Mariane Charlotte de Corday D’Armaus was born 
at St. Saturnin des Liguerets, in the present depart- 
ment of Orne, on July 28th, 1768, and guillotined in 
Parison July 17th, 1793. Her father was a poor 
Normen nobleman of literary taste, and author 
of works of a repuvlican tendency. Her mother 
died during her youth, her two brothers entered 
thearmy, one of the sisters died young, and she, 
with the remaining one, was placed by (heir father 
ina convent at Caen. Her lover was assassinated 
bya mob of @aen, and she vowed vengeance 
against the murderers. On the morning of July 
th, 1763, she suddenly left the house of her aunt on 
pretext of a journey to England. On the lith she 
was in Paris, in a room not far from Marat’s dwel- 
ling, Undecided whether to kill Robespierre or 
Marat, she was determined when the journal of 
the Jatter, L’Amidu Peuple (‘Ihe Friend of the 
People,’’) stated that 200,000 heads must be lopped 
off. She addressed a let er to Marat, soliciting an 
audience in order to acquaint him with the plots 
ot the Girondists at Caen. No answer came, and 
on the morning of July 13th, having purchased a 
knife in the Palais Royal, she called upon Marat, 
who residedin the Rae des Cordeliers. When re- 
fused admittance, she wrote a second note, and 
called again at 7:20 o'clock in the evening. The 
‘‘monster”’ was just taking a bath. He listened to 
her report, taking down tbe names, and said: 
“Within a week they will go to the guillotine.” 
Drawing the knife, she plungedit tothe hiltin 
Marat’s heart. He gavea loud cry, and fell back 
dead. She was immediately arrested and trans- 
fexred to the nearest prison, tried on the i7ta, sen- 


tenced and executed on the same day.

NOT 80 BAD AFTER ALL. 


A Story that Shows that Lafitte, the Pirate, 
Had a Good Heart. 


From the Alexandria, La., Town Talk. 


James T. Flint, a citizen of Alexandria, Va., 
relates this anecdote of Lafitte, the pirate of the 
gulf. The story was told him by hisgrand-mother, 
Mis, Martba Martin, of Nashville, Tenn. Mr, Mar» 
tin rettied in the lowerrart of this state about the 
year 1810.- Being the owner of the Porter planta- 
tion on the Teche, and planting largely of cane, 
he needed of course supplies; and particularly salt 
and iron, which articles were scarce and hard to 
get at the time, owing to war with England in 1812- 
15. He knew the desired articles could be obtained 
from Lafitte, and after some searching found him 
at his rendezvous, on one of the litile island: off 
the course of this state. 

Mr. Martin, after securing all he wanted, started 
for home with his boat well loaded, butin e# storm 
the next day all on board, including the cargo, 
were lost except Mr. Martin, who was cast upon an 
island. While on this lonely island he was found 
by Lafitte a few days after the acci- 
dent. Lafitte’s timely arrival sayed his 
life, and after hearing the cause of Mr, Martin’s 
misfortune, returned to his rendezvous, taking him 
with him; and after a stay of several days together 
he loaded another boat with a duplicate cargo for 
Mr. Martin, and saw him safely landed on shore, 
ahd all, too, without charge. Sometime after @this 
Mr, and Mrs. Martin were returning on a visit to 
their home at Nashville, be‘ore the battle of New 
Orleans. Crossing Berwick’s bay at a point now 
called, I think, Morgan City, and while they were 
eating breakfast in the hotel, Lafitte, disguised, 
mace himself known tothem, and it was then 
that Mr. Martin had it in his power anddid do for 
Lafitte what Lafitte hai done for him; and it was 
then that Lafitte gave him a letter to be delivered 
to the governor of the state, or possibly General 
Jackson, who was a personal friendof Mr. Martin. 
Mrs. Martin never knew the contents of this letter, 
but she believed it contained Lafitte’s offer or 
an offer to assist General Jackson if a pardon was 
granted him.

How a Diunken Funeral Procession Lost the 
Corpse Out of a Shroud,

Hesaysthatthe people who 
followed a corpse to the grave in that place usually 
got as drunk as lords, and it was not an unusual 
thing to see a crowd of ope hundred or two hun- 
dred intoxicated people staggering along and 
howling like demons, while the corpse, tiedin a 
large sheet and hung on a pole, was carried along 
on the shoulders of a couple of men. On one occa: 
sion, he remembers, a funeral /procession of this 
character staried to the cemetery, and the gang 
was so drunk that it lost the corpse. A little doc- 
tor coming by short!y afterward saw the corpse 
lyingin the road, and whipping up his horse 
overtook the crewd about a mile or more 
away, When ke told them that they 
had left the corpse behind they were ‘so angry at 
him for not biinging it along with him that they 
forthwith proceeded to give him such a beating 
that he was unable to leave his bed for nearly a 
month after. One day the mayor yolunteeied to 
play the drum in a procession that was being heid 
to celebrate St. Patrick's day in the morning. He 
marched through the streets at the head ofa 
crowd about two miles long, and in the evening, 
after a hard day’s work, he was invited to a dance 
in one of the halls of the town. He accordingly 
dressed in his best toggery, and feeling proud of 
his plug hat, felt certain that he would havea 
gceodtime. Being rather modest he at first con- 
tented himse)fin sitting back and watching the 
others, but aftera while he concluded totakea 
hand himself. Selecting one of the best looking 
girls in the room he led her to a place iu one of the 
seats and was preparing to trip the light fantastic 
But alas for human hopes!

When asked why he told a different story to 
the coroner’s jury the next day he said thas he 
was afraid they would hang him, and he had 
told a story to keep them trom doing it. 

Whatever else took place at this interview is 
not known. In half o: three-quarters of an 
hour afterward al! parties came down, the boy 
was taken back to the jail and the attoracys 
ard guaidian got into their carriage and drove 
off. 
The above statement explains and fits in 
with all the facts brought out at the coroner’s 
inquest and at the trial, and makes clear what 
before seemed an impenetrable mystery. 

THE GUARDIAN NON-COMMITTAL. 

After receiving the above statement your 
correspondent called on Mr. J. H. Woods, the 
boy’s puaidian, and, after showing him the 
statement, asked:

Mr. Woeds replied: ‘1 decline to say any- 
thing about it. Willie Sell had a fair trial, be- 
fore an honest jadge and an impartial jury, and 
row there is no anpeal except for executive 
clemency. It is, however, one of the singalar 
cases in the history of crimina! jurisprudence », 
Willie Sellqwas convicted of a crime of which 
he is innocent.” 

“But what have you to say of the trath or 
falsity of the above statement?’’ was asked. 

“I decline to say anything about it. Willie 
Sell is sutfering the penalty for a crime he dul 
not ccmmit.” 

The time for making a case for the supreme 
court havirg elapsed there is no chance for 
Willie Sell ever getting out of the penitentiary 
except by pardon of the governor, and it was 
theught that he would tell all he knew when 
this was explained, but to agentlemin who re- 
cently saw him he absolutely refused tuo say 
anything different from what he had already 
said.

ed the Atlantic fifty times. 

Weary of the iife she was leading, the child 
rider resolved to make an effort to escape, and 
after an evening performance in Philadelphia 
made her way out under the tent, and clad 
only in the dress of the stage, escaped. and was 
leaving Tenth street for Walnut when she 
almost dashed into the arms of Edwin Forrest. 
The great actor caught her and held her fast. 
‘Don't take me back, don't take me back,” she 
exclaimed. 

Mr. Forrest took her tohis hotel, gave her 
food aud heard her story, and resolved to 
stand by her. He took up her case and re- 
covered $2,100 from the company for her past 
services. Ner did the kinduess of Mr. Forrest 
stop with that. He took the girl into his own 
company and gave her a good etart in life. 

She remained with Forrest’s company for 
five ycars, and was then engaged for six 
montis by John L. Davenport, after which 
she was a member of Lkdwin Booth’s company 
for two years. Then she went with Mary 
Anderson to Europe. 

She is very foud of telling of the great Mary, 
for whose conversion she constantiy prays. 
After leaving her last compauy she said good- 
bye to the stege forever. 

She was next offered an engagement by the 
manager Of a “mixed” basebali club, composed, 
as the term indicates, of both men and womon. 

After earning 2000 that way Miss Harris 
turned her attention to still another line, and 
went in as a competitor in a rowing contest 
and won the championship, The Patapsco river 
at Baltimore was the scene of her last triumph 
in this line. 

“Why not turn jockey rider,” some one sag- 
gested, and she caught at th@ idea, and rode in 
many a race, her partner being Jennie Camp- 
bell. She was then but 19, and threw money 
away ‘‘inshowers.” This was the time when 
she might have made a fortune, as she, with 
Jennie Campbell, had the field to themselves. 

She left the business poor and soon hada 
long sickness of many months, during which 
she first heard the Bible read. Soon after she 
recovered she was led hy curiosity to gotoa 
Salvation Army meeting conducted by Captain 
Mary Liovd and wasconverted, Up to that 
night she had never attended a religions ser- 
vice of any description. 

Her life had been filled with strange adven- 
tures and narrow; escapes.

‘Coroner Haynes Holds an Inquest and As- 
certains the Negro’s Name. 

The negro man who was killed on the East 
Tennessee road, three miles from the Chatta- 
hoochee river, day before yesterday, was not 
J. P. Andersen, but was J. P. Alexander. 

Early yesterday morning Coroncr Haynes, 
at the request of the East Ten- 
bessee railroad officials, called = att 
W. H. Patterson & Co.’s undertaking establish- 
ment and notified them not to permit ansone 


to move the body until an inquest could be 


held. He then caused a jury to be empanetled 
and began an inquiry into the cause of the ne 
gro’s death. The engineer and other men who 
were on the train were introdaced before the 
jury and stated all they knew. The ¢ mtents 
of the negro’s pockets were then laid before 
the jury. Letters addressed to J. P. Anderson 
induced the jury to believe that that was the 
name of the dead man. A broken bottle—or 
rather pieces of the bottle—and thirty-five 
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dollsrs in money formed the complete inven- | 


tory. The evidence induced the jury to think 
that the darky bad swallowed enough liquor 
to make him drunk and that he had then laid 
down upon the railroad track and been killed. 
The jury thought the road in no way responsi- 
bie for the death, and were about forming 
their verdict when a negro woman entered the 
place and asked to be permitted to see thedead 
man, &aying that she had 1eason to believe that 


he was J. P. Alexander, her husband. The | 
woman wes directed to the corpse, and, ata 


giance,identified the man as her husband. With 
this additional information before them the 
jurors returned a verdict that J. P. Alexander’s 
death was the result of no fault of the railroad.

MANCHESTER, March 23.—The Guardian, in its 
commercial article, says: Buyers and sellers are 
alike dissatisfied with their experience. Buyers 


| with important orders find that the strength of 


prices prevents progress. Sellers arestriving vainly 
to improve their position in view of the enhanced 
cost of raw material. Yesterday’s business was 
much below the average. The demand is slacker. 
Spinners and manufacturers generally have sutili- 
cient orders to prevent them from being pressing 
sellers, but they occasionally exhibit anxiety for 
fresh business. In these cases ouly the strength of 
the raw material upholds prices. Some export 
yarn buyers are disposed to purchsse more freely, 
but full rates’‘prevent them from doing so. Some 
manufacturers, in view of the difficulty of selling 
cloth, are not disposed to purchase yarns, except 
in odd, cheap lots. Finer counts made from 
Egyptian cotton are dearer. Twofolds are also 
dearer. Inthe cloth market there is much com- 
plaint of the difficulty of selling, especially in the 
India department. Best shirtings are firm and 
higher. Reeds of printingcloth and fine and fancy 
goods are strong and well sold. There is fair 
demand for cloths. Mexicans and other heavy 
goods are slow but steady. 


NEW YORK, March 23—C, L. Green & Oo., in 
their report on cotton futures today, say: A stronger 
tone prevailed. Early in the day the feeling was a 
littieslack, but the demand subsequently revived,

FOR COSTS. 


Interesting Letter From ihe Governor—Reecent Decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court ia the Gate City Gas 
Light Company Case Prey Effectuaily 
Does Away With Iunformers.. 


Among the letters which went bout from the 
governor's office, yesterday, was one which is 
of importance to persons known in the statates 
as “informers.” 

Threo of Marietta’s prominent attorneys — 
Mcessre. C. D. Phillips, J. Alexander and Georze 
F, Gober—wrote the governor stating that Cul- 
onel W. R. Power, county school commissioner 
of Cobb county, has commenceed,in the name of 
the state, a suitagainst the Marietta and 
North Gecrgia railroad to recover dam- 
sges under the act of 1576, which proviies 
fur the keeping of a record of all bonds issued 
iu this state. She writers ask the goveraor if 
be hes any objection to the proceeding if a good 
bond is given to save the state harmless from 
the costs. 

The act under which the suit is begun is one 
which requires every corporation to file with 
the secretary of state a record of every bond 
issucd or indorsed by it. The third and fourth 
sections of the act 1ead as follows:

The governor's reply to Messrs. Phillips, 
Alexander aud Gober was to the eifect taat the 
governor hus nothmg whatever todo witha 
suit instituted by an “informer” under @ stst- 
ute, and does not recog uize the liability of the 
stute fur the costs of such a proceeding. Cyn 
sequently he cannot interfere in any wiy—not 
even to agree with an informer that be shall 
give a bond to save the state harmiess, 

The reply of the governor shows that the 
state can in no way be held responsibie for 
costs in such cases, and the inducement tv in- 
furmers is 10t very great, under the cecision of 
the supreme court. It is not likely that many 
will go to the trouble or expense of instituting 
suit against such corporations if the maximum 
amount Which can possibly revert to them is 
$250, with the probability of its being less.
